All Roads Lead to Fate 

In the screen version of the play, Rose Merritt acted 
by Miss Frederick, finds she cannot escape the fate that 
was woven into her life no matter where she goes nor 
what she does. The three episodes in which the star 
plays entirely different roles give ample opportunity for 
that diversity and picturesqueness of scenery and char- 
acterization which gives the screen play its firm hold 
on the public. The austre beauty of the Alaskan scenes 
and the formal splendor of the Long Island scenes give 
opportunities for contrasting pictorial harmonies that 
enchant the eye and at the same time enhance the emo- 
tional effect of Rose Merritt's engrossing story. 

Sketch of Plot 

David Marsh, a young inventor, is in love with Ann 
Hardy, who in turn is loved by David's brother, Lewis. 
Lewis Marsh has betrayed Rose Merritt (Pauline Fred- 
erick) and cast her off. When he sees the success of his 
brother's wooing of Ann Hardy, he reproaches him and 
threatens to end his life, David, overcome by the sud- 
Sn flood of sinister events, sinks in an armchair and, 



worn out, falls asleep, In his troubled dreams, the figure 
of Fate appears to him at a cross-roads. She tells him 
it is his destiny to win happiness only over the dead 
body of one who loves him. Following her instructions 
he takes the road to the North. 

The picture is really a tremendously graphic and 
dramatic presentation of three complete stories, each 
subtly interwoven. In the North, David Marsh takes 
a central part in a powerful Alaskan drama which fol- 
lows the course of the iron law Fate has willed him, 
Pauline Frederick plays the part of a roulette dealer in 
a gambling joint. In the east David is the young in- 
ventor for whom a beautiful society favorite, played by 
Miss Frederick, sacrifices herself. The picture swings 
back to reality and culminates in a climax that is typically 
0. Henry in its electrical consequences. The story is 
surcharged with emotion. The suspense is cleverly sus- 
tained, and the peculiar fantasy of dream events colois 
the whole, with a mystifying effect that is decidedly 
novel. It is a story with a universal appeal, brilliantly 
acted and superbly directed. 

Director 

Frank Lloyd had an extremely difficult task in "Roads 
of Destiny," and the results he has achieved are a splen- 
did tribute to his mastery of an exacting profession. To 
present three clean-cut and complete plots, each of which 
is linked to the other, and to present them so as to give 
the impression of one gigantic episode in the lives of 
two men and two women, is a work which would well 
give pause to the most skillful directors. You will agree 
that Mr. Lloyd has done the business with intelligence 
and insight, and that the picture as a finished product 
well repays him.

The typically engrossing 0. Henry plot. The start- 
ling climax. The gripping characterization. The mar- 
velous acting of the star and supporting cast. The 
emotional force of the story. The fascinating twists 
and turns of the action.
